This was revealed for the first 
time last night in the annual re- 
port of Dr. C. J. Mackenzie, presi-

“At the present time, in addi- 
tion to the atomic energy project, 
which always has had a dual 
character, the division of elec- 
trical engineering, mechanical 
engineering and to some extent 
building research, applied physics 
and applied chemistry, have turn- 
ed almost exclusively to war 
work.” :

Although snails are prepared 
in France, they are mostly im- 
ported alive from Germany-—3,- 
000 or 4,000.tons a year. For 
19-+years, Willm says, German 
law has protected the supply by 
declaring a closed season part of 
each year. 


Price Increases 


“Unfortunately,” Willm said, 
“a Jot of Germans acquired a 
taste for snails in the four years 
they occupied France. We used 
to get all we needed from Wurt- 
temberg and Baden. Now we 
have to bring them from all over 
western Germany, and the price 
is going up all the time.” 

Purchasing agents in German 
towns send their supplies to a 
central snail depot at Kehl, just 
across the Ine from Stras- 
bourg. From there they go large- 
ly to Willm, or the snail can- 
neries of Burgundy. 

the season, which runs 
from October to March, Willm 
eats snalls three or four times 
2 week, He recommends them 
with 2 nice cold Riseling wine, 
which he makes himself and sells 
as far away ‘as San Francisco. 

At 34, Willm has always been 
in the wine-and-snail business.

Careful Process 


The snails are starved for 10 
days to remove impurities. Then 
they are plunged into boiling 
water to kill them and get them 
out of their shells. Shells and 
snails then part company, to 
meet again only at the end of the 
process, 

A strong broth is brewed from 
the snails, for which Will claims 
great virtues. It is highly sea- 
soned, with herbs and a lot of 
garlic. Meanwhile, the shells 
have been sterilized. The holes 
are repaired with a kind of 
cement Willm prepares from 
erushed shells. Repairing the 
shells requires a specially-made 
brass instrument like a. syringe. 

The sna are then stuffed 
back Into shells—naturally not 
the ones they originally. came 
from. The sauce is added and the 
opening of the shell corked with 
a pat of butter. : 

They are delivered fresh to 
restaurants, where they need 
only be heated before serving. 
The ultimate consumer pulls the 
snail from the shell with a spec- 
fal two-pronged fork and mops 
up the sauce with bread. Willm 
says some: food fanclers don’t 
even bother with the snall—its 
the sauce that counts.

Sun Fu's sage counsel. is quot- 
ed thus by Cordes: 

“If you are able to attack. 
make believe that you are not. 
if you are near, make the encmy 
believe you are far away. If you 
are far away, make him think 





erecy ate a heayenly art Through 
them we learn to remain invis- 
ible and inaudbile and compel 
the enemy to subdue himself to 
our control.” 

In the sixth century B.C., this 
wily general was advocating 
“throwing the bait to the enemy 
to keep him’ moving.” 

“Then, when the enemy had 
been lured into the deadly trap, 
picked men, lying In readiness 
for him, must finish him off.” 

Other principles laid down in 
the time-worn military manual 
centre around the Chinese cus- 
tom of allowing an opponent, 
even under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, the opportunity to 
save his face. To a world genera-. 
tlon reared on the phrase “un- 
conditional surrender,” this ad- 
vice may seem odd: 

“Do not fight an army that fs 
on its way home. If an army Is 
surrounded, always leave a smal) 
loophole open “for its escape. Do 
not pursue a frantic enemy too 
cruelly.
